We  congratulate  the  Township  Com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Fire  Association  upon  the 
action  taken  on  Wednesday  evening  at 
the  meeting  of  the  Town  Committee. 
The  course  pursued  is  one  which  will 
command  the  approval  of  the  citizens  of 
the  town,  and  will  tend  to  promote  har¬ 
mony  between  gentlemen  whom  we 
believe  are  sincerely  desirous  of  serving 
the  public  in  the  most  efficient  manner. 
No  injury  has  resulted  from  tiie  prudence 
and  caution  shown  by  the  Committee, 
and  the  fact  that  their  final  action  was 
unanimous,  argues  well  for  the  correct 
ness  of  their  decision. 


TOWN  IMPROVEMENTS. 

In  a  recent  number  of  the  The  Citizen 
the  changes  of  a  single  year  were  sum¬ 
med  up,  making  a*gratifying  exhibit  of 
public  and  private  progress. 

The  increase  of  building  was  shown  to 
have  been  largely  promoted  by  the  spirit 
of  progress  displayed  in  carrying  out 
public  projects  of  great  importance  to 
the  town.  These  having  been  projected 
by  the  most  conservative  ami  thoughtful 
citizens.had  secured  a  support  the  lack  of 
which  would  have  been  fatal  to  tjheir 
success.  The  results  have  fully  justified 
the  effort  made,,  and  seem  to  point  the 
way  to  new  improvements  in  the  future. 
A  town  or  a  city  in  its  growth  is  like  a 
house,  or  a  man.  The  former,  if  neglected 
becomes  old-fashioned,  behind  the  times, 
out  of  joint  with  the  general  ideas  of 
the  active  and  energetic  part  of  the  com¬ 
munity— and  out  of  repair  generally. 

The  latter,  when  he  drops  from  the 
current  of  activity,  becomes  a  cipher, 
condemned  to  rotate  around  a  single  idea 
or  two,  to  spend  his  life  in  a  treadmill  of 
useless  activity,  until  he  drops  like  a 
decayed  apple  from  a  tree,  to  be  hence¬ 
forth  forgotten.  Such  also  is  the  fate  of 
the  slow  city  or  town-— no  one  cares  to 
visit  it — or  if-  thdv  do,  hasten  away  with 
a  scarcely  concealed  sigh  of  relief  and 
gladness.  It  may  become,  after  one  or 
two  hundred  years,  a  curiosity  to  the 
tourist — a  place  to  rest  in,  a  place  to 
vegetate,  to  ruminate,  perchance  to  die 
in,  a  veritable  city  of  the  dead.  Mulch  is 
not  however  our  destiny.  Our  manu¬ 
facturers,  our  energetic  tradesmen,  our 
residents  whose  business  calls  them  to 
the  neighboring  cities,  demand  a  different 
fate.  Within  a  few  miles  of  New  York, 
the  great  distributing  Centre  of  the  con¬ 
tinent:  with  exceptional  railroad  facili¬ 
ties,  with  abundance  of  land  suitable  for 
business  piirj>oses,  or  the  most  elegant 
private  residences,  wei  have  advantages 
which  are  enjoyed  by  few  country  vil¬ 
lages.  But  of  what  avail  arc  advantages 
without  the  ability  or  willingness  to  em¬ 
ploy  them?  And  this  not  for  a  limited 
time  or  at  long  intervals,  but  at  all  times, 
with  persistency,  energy  and  pluck.  If 
we  wish  to  grow,  we  most  improve.  Our 
competitors  are  Brooklyn  and  Jersey 
City  and  Newark  and  the  host  of 
towns  and  villages  upon  the  line  of  every 
Railroad  leading  from  the  city.  It  is 
useless  to  blink  the  truth:  manufacturers 
will  go  where  the  greatest  advantages 
are  offered;  people  seeking  homes  will 
place  them  where  the  greatest  attractions 
are  to  be  found.  To  lie  down  and  do 
toothing  is  to  lose  our  opportunity.  By 
united  effort  we  may  secure  our  share  of 
the  growth  which  is  sure  to  come  to  the 
towns  around  New  York  within  the  near 
future.

Much  a  re?  ult  will  l>e  of  importance  to  the 
whole  town,  will  prepare  the  way  for  the 
water  ma  ns,  and  show  such  progress  as 
will  encourage  even  old  residents,  and 
pleas*  str  ingers.  The  survey  should  be 
carefully  t  xa mined,  and  where  advisable, 
proper  changes  should  be  made.  This 
will  avoii  some  of  the  opposition  with 
which  th<  measure  has  been  met  in  the 
past. 

(2.)  Arjother  improvement  which  is 
urgently  demanded,  ifc  our  sidewalks.  It 
ought  not?  longer  to  be  delayed.  The  old 
board:  walks  have  proved  a  failure.  They 
last  but  aifew  years  without  repair,  then 
become  a  lasting  nuisance;  an  annoyance 
to  the  pedestrian,  and  dangerous  to  life 
and  limb.]

.  (3. )  Ax  long  minor  improvements,  the 
ugly  railioad  bridge  over  Broad  street 
should  bt  removed.  It  is  not  only  an 
eye-soire  to  the  town;  it  is  positively  dan¬ 
gerous,  inquiring  frequent  repairs,  and 
likely*to  all  of  its  own  accord  when  sub¬ 
jected-  to  some  unusual  strain.  Pressure 
should  le  brought  to  bear  upon  the 
Railroad  Company,  which  will  compel 
its  remov  al.  The  new  one  should  be  of 
iron,  spj  nning  the  whole  street.  We 
think  it  a  mistake  to  make  use  of  the 
piers  whi  r*h  the  Company  have  placed  in 
the  gutters.  An  effort  should  also  be 
made  to  have  the  Company  substitute 
iron  brid  jes  for  the  wooden  structures 
which  sfjan  Pitt  Street  and  Belleville 
Avenue. 

With  I  he  laying  of  the  water  mains, 
Ladder  dud  Hose  Companies  should  be 
formed  i  i  the  outlying  districts.  These 
will  fum|sh  better  protection  against  fire 
than  an^  central  company  however  well 
organized,  and  will  tend  to  hasten  im- 
proveraeits  in  those  districts.  Private 
businessjwill  naturally  seek  the  centre  of 
the  town,  ahd  it  will  not  be  long  before 
the  burr  t  district  and  adjoining  property 
secuied  for  such  purposes.  Mean¬ 
while,  p  iblic  institutions  will  do  well  to 
avail  th<  mselves  of  the  same  advantages. 
We  ought  to  have  an  insurance,  banking 
and  savings  building  in  a  more  conven 
ient  locality,  and  well  situated  to  secure 
the  busi  ness  of  the  town.  A  place  of  de¬ 
posit  w  mid  be  a  great  convenience. 
Much  aijle  a  few  of  things  to  be  done.

Yes,  such  is  the  decree  issued  by  the 
Commander-in-chief  of  the  Society  for 
tire  Suppression  of  Vice,  This  may  seem 
like  ^  Huge  joke;  but  it  was  no  joke  to 
the  unfortunate  importer  of  photographs 
of  celebrated  works  of  art,  whose  busi¬ 
ness  wap  almost  destroyed,  for  a  time,  by 
the  prosecution  (persecution  would  be 
more  af cuifate)  of  the  S.  S.  V.  He  was 
indicted  fot  selling  “  indecent  *’  pictures. 
When  the  trial  came  off,  his  counsel 
showed  that  some  of  the  very  pictures, 
the  photographs  of  which  were  made  a 
cause  of  action,  were  on  exhibition  at  the 
National  Academy  of  Design.  He  very 
pertinently  remarked,  if  it  was  wrong  to 
sell  theicopy  it  was  still  worse  to  expose 
the  original  to  view.  He  also  contended 
that  pictures  and  statuary’,  similar  to  the 
ones  objected  to,  could  be  found  in  the 
homes  hf  thousands  of  cultivated  and  re¬ 
fined  and  most  eminently  respectable 
familiei  of  the  city  and  nation.  The 
jury  s nou Id  have  brought  in  a  verdict  in
